First Day. 

Wednesday, October 1, 1913. 

Opening — Followin/; devotional exercises conducted by the Rev. 
J. S. Hoagland of Mitchell, S. D., the twenty-ninth session of the Da- 
kotal Annual Conference convened in the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Redfield, S. D., October 1, 1913, at 9 o’clock a. m.. Bishop 
Naphtali Luccock presiding.

Fifth Day. 

Monday, October 6, 1913. 

Opening — The devotional exercises were conducted by the Rev. 
J. W. Potter of Sioux Falls. At 9 o’clock a. m. the Bishop took the 
chair and the minutes of the previous session were read and ap- 
proved. 

Introductions — Dr. W. H. Thrall, superintendent of the Con- 
gregational Conference, and Dr. David J. Perrin, assistant superin- 
tendent of the Congregational Conference, were introduced and 
they addressed the Conference in the interests of church federation. 

Church Federation — On motion of G. T. Notson, the following 
resolution on Church Federation was adopted and ordered incorpo- 
rated in the Conference minutes: 

We reaffirm the statement of principles adopted by the Feder- 
ation Council of Churches in South Dakota, and we ratify the 
action taken by the general workers of the Congregational, Meth- 
odist Episcopal and Presbyterian Churches held in Redfield, S. D., 
October 1, 1913, Bishop Luccock presiding, as follows: 

1. We declare that in local communities where it is evidently 
not feasible or best to maintain more than one church organization 
such comity relations should be -established between the denomi- 
nations working the the same territory that one or more denomina- 
tions should withdraw on a reciprocity exchange basis and permit 
the field to be properly cared for under responsible demoninational 
auspices, thus keeping itself in arterial-denominational connection. 

2. Recognizing the Providential development of all the great 
denominational movements in our country, and thoroughly believ- 
ing that the work of the Kingdom can best be promoted along those 
lines, we urge all Christian people in communities where such de- 
nominational adjustments have been made to co-operate with these 
world-wide movements by affiliating so far as possible with the de- 
nominations given responsibility in that community. 

3. We are entirely out of sympathy with the organizing of 
amalgamated or independent churches which are devoid of denom- 
inational auspices or control, and which have no vital connection 
with the wider movements of the church at large. 

4. Without attempting to pronounce ourselves in a unanimous 
way upon the value of the work being done by the American Sun- 
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day School Union and like organizations, we deem it vital that every 
Sunday school, however organized, should be brought into closest 
practical connection with some denomination. 

On motion of J. S. Harkness, the exchange of property where 
necessary to carry out the plans of the foregoing measuie was au- 
thorized. 

Question 6 was resumed. Arthur H. Beardsley, Chas. E. Mc- 
Donald, Evan F. Lovett, Samuel W. Marble and C. M. Weirauch 
were passed in character and continued on trial in the scudies of the 
first year. 

C. B. Dennison, Edy T. Underwood and Walter J. McClarinon 
were passed in character, continued on trial and advanced to the 
studies of the second year. 

N. A. Christianson and W. H. Evans were passed in character 
continued on trial in the studies of the first year and left without 
appointment to attend school.

ABKRDKKN DISTHK'T.

Dear Bishop and Brethren: It is with profound gratitude to 

God for His Mercy and goodness that has brought us through the 
labors of the year and permitted us to meet again at another annual 
Conference session without a break in our ranks that I present to 
you this report. To Him we ascribe all glory and honor and praise 
for the success of the work of the year. 

Pastors and Pastoral Supplies. — At the close of our last Confer- 
ence session every charge was supplied with a pastor. All the Con- 
ference men have remained at their stations during the year. The 
Rev. Thos Davies was granted a vacation extending from May until 
Conference. With his wife they went to England for the summer 
and are now on their way home again, bringing with them a daugh- 
ter to grace the parsonage home. The Rev. B. F. Donovan, a mem- 
ber of the N. D. Conference, has served the work with great accept- 
ability in the absence of the pastor. Robert Karr was secured to 
supply Cresbard, made vacant by the leaving of J. E. Reynolds, and 
has rendered most ejicellent service. W. B. Dunkum was secured 
to take the place of H. K. Cornish of Leola. A federated congrega- 
tion has been brought about at this place for next year. This I con- 
sider to be one of the greatest victories of the year. 

There are 28 charges and 56 preaching places on the 
Aberdeen District. These were served by twenty-four members of 
the Conference and four local preachers. E. E. Vernon, Robt. Karr 
and W. B. Dunkum leave us to attend school. 

Building and Improvement. — I thought we would have little to 
report along these lines this year, but stand amazed at waht has act- 
ually been accomplished. There are forty-two church buildings and 
twenty-nine parsonages on the district. We have two unoccupied 
churches and two parsonages. Ths church at Roscoe, which has 
stood unoccupied for some time, has been sold. The town is amply 
cared for by its present churches and there is no probable need for 
our return to that field. Our people ha\e almost w'holly removed. 
The property was very much run down and rapidly depreciating in 
value. An indebtedness was incurred some years ago of $1,150.00 
to build a parsonage. The debt was secured by a mortgage on the 
church and parsonage. The obligation was due and no means of 
paying the same; an opportunity arose to sell the church for enough 
to liquidate the indebtedness and we accepted it. This leaves usv 
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the parsonage without any incumbrance. This was a good sale. A 
former district superintendent offered the church for less than one- 
half what w'e secured for it. We now' come asking the Conference 
to order the sale. The new church at Melette, reported at last 
Conferencee, was dedicated the follow'ing Sunday, Drs. J. S. Hoagland 
and J. P. Jenkins rendering valuable services on that occasion. A 
modern two-story parsonage, with basement and porch, has been 
built at Batth at an expense of $2,300, all of which has been paid 
but $400. This makes Bath one of the most desirable charges of the 
district. Only eight miles from the Hub City, the metropolis of the 
state, in the midst of a splendid farming community, and having a 
delightful constituency and the most up-to-date school in the. state 
for a rural community. Langford has entirely remodeled the 
church; new roof, new paint, new paper, electric lights and furnace. 
The parsonage haas also been painted and repaired and the porch 
screened. 

Milbank has installed a new pipe organ costing $2,000 and built 
an addition to the church for same, at a cost of $400, and expended 
$250 in interior decoration of the church. All of this will be pro- 
vided for. The dedication of the organ will take place next week. 

Aberdeen has paid $4,000 on indebtedness. 

Britton has provided for its indebtedness of $1,300 and will ex- 
pend $250 for improvement. 

Claremont has paid $900 on debt and expended $175 for cement 
sidew'alk and $60 for parsonage improvement. 

Groton has paid $1,800 on debt and $75 for sidewalk. 

Millette has paid $1,200 on debt and has painted and repaired 
the parsonage. 

Conde has expended $150 for electric lights, painting and im- 
provements. 

Corona has papered the parsonage and put down a well. 

Frederick L. A. Society has placed new pews in the church. 

Bristol has made reptairs on church and parsonage. 

Big Stone has reshingled and painted the church. ’ 

Hecla has painted the exterior of the church and parsonage, 
and also papered the parsonage. 

Redfield has made some improvements on church and parson- 
age and had plans perfected for expending $4,000 when crop failure 
pre^’^ented. 

Sisseton added a porch to the parsonage and built a fine cup- 
board in the kitchen. Waubay put in electric lights in the church 
' and gave the use of their church for the Free Methodist Annual 

[ Session, held last w'eek. 

I Summit has also reduced its debt to the Church Extension So- 

I ciety. 

This is a remarkable record, considering the year and the finan- 
cial condition of many of these charges. 
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Much credit is due the L. A. Societies for the valuable assistance 
they have given. They have contributed upward of $6,000 for build- 
ing, improvement and pastoral support. As far as the financial side 
of things is concerned I do not see how we could do without them. 
In some of our churches they are actually providing the larger part 
of all the money raised for salaries and current expenses. They do 
much for the social life of our churches and communities. Besides, 
they supply us with unlimited hope and courage. 

Ministerial Support. — Pastor’s salaries have been increased 
$2,900 for the year. Bristol has advanced $500, Westport $400, 
Redfield and Milbank each $300. Britton, Claremont and Corona 
each $200. Andover, Bowdle, Hecla and Webster each $100. We 
have 2,873 church members; our estimate for ministerial support is 
$30,685. Most of this will be paid. That means $11 per member, 
for good, bad and indifferent. There are some existing conditions 
which make the task of the church difficult at the present time. 
There is the spirit of our time and the tendency to worldliness, the 
progress of knowledge, the inordinate desire for amusement, new 
avenues of pleasure and business, a lack of proper regard for the 
sanctity of the Sabbath and the tendency to make it a holiday rather 
than a holy day. Then we have the exodus of our American popula- 
tion and the incoming of the foreigner to take his place. Our mem- 
bership roll in many places is being depleted faster than we can se- 
cure new members. In many places our church membership has 
been greatly reduced and the remaining members have with hope 
and courage and liberality faced the difficulties and the burdens. 
All this has made it a grave problem how we are to be able to meet 
the heavy demand for suitable leadership for our churches and give 
the pastors an adequate support. 

For example one church with thirty-nine members pays for 
ministerial support $1,151, $900 for church debt, $175 for sidewalk, 
$60 for parsonage repairs, and is apportioned $250 for benevolences, 
a total of $2,536, or $65 per member. Our Missionary Secretaries 
will tell us that we have a substantial increase in ministerial support 
and building, etc., but no apperciaable increase in benevolences. This 
church just referred to has ten members who paid this year to the 
support of the pastor $673. Two gave $100 each, one gave $95, one 
$75, one $70, three $50, one $43 and one $40. In addition to this, 
those same ten paid the larger part of the claims for District Super- 
intendent, Conference Claimant and Episcopal Fund. If an ^appeal 
is made for the college, the hospital, the Anti-Saloon League or 
an evangelist, these same ten pay the bulk of the amount given. 
The L. A. Society, with only ten memebrs, gave $257.95, and the W. 
F. M. Society, with twenty members, gave $158. In addition to all 
this, this church gave to the support of an evangelist, who went to 
a country point to hold a meeting. Our Missionary Board gave this 
pastor this year $100 to help defray his livery expenses while he 
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sought to evangelize the surrounding country. He has traveled l.SOO 
miles doing his work, and our Missionary Secretaries ask ii this 
money could not be saved and placed at some more strategic point. 
True, we have some churches which have not arrived at this degree 
of perfection, but we are diligently urging them to do so as speedily 
as possible. Do you wonder that this Superintendent stands for a 
saving of time and money and machinery in administration and feels 
that a new era has dawned for the church, in which emphasis must 
be laid upon efficiency and economy of administration rather than 
upon mere machinery? The present day church demands less pre- 
siding eldership and more district superintendency. Under such res- 
idential Episcopal supervision as our Bishop gives us, larger admin- 
istrative units may be successfully handled because of the Bishop’s 
knowledge of the field, gained at other times than at the Conference 
session. 

Brethren, it is a problem of some of these churches to know 
how to pay adequate support to the type of men demanded by the 
average church today. 

Benevolences. — I am unable to make a full report on the benev- 
olences. Our report will be disappointing, as far as statistics are 
concerned, but very remarkable when real conditions are understood. 
Charges that will report little have really done much. They have 
done what they could and are entitled to commendation rather 
than censure. Some charges will report apportionments all met. 
Sisseton, Milbank, Big Stone, White Rock, Corona, Bristol, Andover, 
Britton and Redfield are to be numbered as such. 

Revivals and Membership. — This, after all, is the heart of the 
whole matter. Buildings and salaries and all material things are of 
little account if we be not saving souls. Special meetings were held 
at Redfield, Conde, DeVoe, Northville, Westport, Bath, Putney, 
Claremont, Detroit, Groton, “"Andover, Langford, Britton, Webster, 
Waubay, Corona, Sisseton, Peever, Big Stone, Milbank, Mobridge 
and Leola. Five different evangelists have assisted in nine meetings. 
We have 2,783 members, 383 accessions this year, 265 have been 
dismissed by certificate, 14 have died, 147 non-resident and 58 pro- 
bationers. Aberdeen has added 74,, Sisseton, 41, Redfield 38, Leola 
26, Mellette 23, Langford 21, Andover, Groton and Corona each 18, 
White Rock 16, Milbank 15, Webster 10, others ranging from one 
to ten. Every church has contributed to the increase. While much 
good resulted from the special meetings held, much has been ac- 
complished by personal work and pastoral visitation. While there 
is a demand for good preachers, there is also a great demand for 
good pastors. Men are looking for larger fields; some would be 
surprised to know what it costs to supply these places. In a aery 
manly way the pastor of the largest church on the district reported 
at the fourth Conference: “I have made 1,500 visits,” and quite fre- 
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mentioning. 

We have 4,049 Sunday school scholars; 19 schools are recog- 
nized as Missionary Societies. The Andover school leads in the 
amount contributed, viz., $150. I find our pastors thoroughly loyal 
to our own publishing house, and our Sunday schools, with few ex- 
ceptions, using our own Sunday school supplies. The pastors have 
been ciuite diligent in the canvas for the Northwestern Christian Ad- 
vocate, and pastors and people fully appreciate the good work that 
our new' editor. Dr. Zaring, is doing. 

Kpworth Iveague. — The District Cabinet has been very active 
planning for our young people and are to .be highly commended for 
the excellent service they have rendered and the inspiration they 
have given to the Chapters of the District. A convention was held 
at Webster which w'as well attended and helpful. The district has 
been divided into four sub-districts, and plans are made to hold 
sub-district meetings. One of these was recently held at Andover 
and had fifty delegates in attendance. We have 655 Epworthians 
on the district. 

We have a number of good Junior Leagues worthy of mention. 

Andover, Sisseton, Claremont, Milbank, Redfield, Langford, Conde, 

Brfitton and Bath are to be numbered as such. 

W. F. M. Society. — The W. F. M. S. has had a prosperous year. 

New auxiliaries have been organized at Groton and Langford. Miss 
Brethorst gave helpful service to the district in the early winter. 

The annual meeting was held at Milbank May 16, 17, IS. We were 
blessed by the presence of our Conference Secretary, Mrs. L. P. 

Hauser, and Mrs. B. Longley of St. Paul, w'hose three .splendid ad- 
dresses were the inspiration of the meeting. Our aim for this year: 

1. An auxiliary in every church. 

2. Every w'oman of the church a member of the W. F. M. S. 

We have also a few H. M. Societies doing good work. 

Personal Mention. — You will be grieved to learn that our most 

highly esteemed and beloved brother, W. D. Deeble, has suffered 
much from ill-health during the year, and by the advice of his py- 
sicians asks to be placed on the retired list, for the present, at least. 

Brother Deeble was admitted on probation in the Dakota Conference 
October, 1886, and ordained deacon by Bishop Bowman. He has at- 
tended every Conference (twenty-seven), and with one exception 
responded to the roll call at the opening session. He has served 
twenty-six years out of the twenty-seven on the Aberdeen District; 
served only eight charges, and on six of them had good revivals with 
far-reaching results, the one on the present charge in many respects 
the best of all. He has been a member of the Board of Examiners | 

continuously for more than twenty years, a member of the Confer- ^ 

ence Relations Committee for eighteen years, and of the Board of , 

Stewards fifteen years. At present he is a member of these several ] 



Boards, and also one of the Conference Trustees. Only four mem- 
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bers are on the effective list today that were in the Confrence when 
he was admitted, viz., Drs. C. B. Clark, C. E. Hager, M. E. Nicker- 
son and J. P. Jenkins. On each charge but two he has either built 
or rebuilt the church or parsonage or liquidated some long-standing 
debt. Bro. Deeble is one of our very best men and shall be missed 
from our ranks as an effective preacher. We hope and pray for his 
speedy recovery. 

Conclusion. — No words of mine can give fitting tribute to, and 
no report can reveal, the heroic service rendered and the cheerful 
sacrifices made by the brave and patient toilers on many of the hard 
and trying fields during the year. Only in the records of Him who 
knoweth all things can the true estimate of their significance and 
worth be found. No man ever labored with a more loyal and devot- 
ed company of men. There is not one of them who has not im- 
pressed me as being deeply and truly interested in his work and 
honestly striving to do that work aright. I am deeply indebted to 
the ministry and laity for the patience they have shown me and the 
numberless kindnesses which have made pleasant the labors of the 
year. 



HURON DISTRICT. 

G. T. Notson, District Superintendent. 

Two appointments were left to be supplied at the opening of 
the Conference year. Immediately following adjournment of our 
annual session at Yankton I learned that F. F. Leavitt had taken 
W'ork within the bounds of the Genessee Conference. By this action 
Blunt and Harrold were left without a pastor. The Rev. Frank Fri- 
zelle, a minister of the Methodist Church of Canada, was secured for 
this charge. The Rev. Harry Lee was transferred from Oregon Con- 
ference and appointed pastor at Seneca. After one or two unsatis- 
factory attempts to secure a supply for Agar and Gorman, Rev. J. 
W. A. Collins was appointed to this charge. The Rev. J. D. Evans 
was' compelled to surrender his charge February 1st on account ot 
poor health. W. H. Ringler, a former student of Garrett Biblical 
Institute, was secured for the vacancy at Hitchcock. In May our 
beloved brother. Rev. R. N. Kratz, was compelled to give up the act- 
ive work of the ministry because of failing health. Lloyd H. Rising, 
a capable young man from Canton, was secured as supply at Broad- 
land. June 1st the Rev. G. M. Richmond resigned as pastor at Hu- 
ron and Rev. John L. Seaton, of the faculty at Dakota Wesleyan 
University, was appointed pastor by Bishop Lirccock. 

The health of our preachers and pastors,* except in the cases 
noted, has been generally good. Death entered the parsonages at 
Artesian and Roswell early in the year and took from the fond em- 
brace of the parents, new-born babes. In their affliction brothers 
Hoyer and Spitz and their wives have our heartfelt sympathy. 



The adjustments of one year ago appeared to be highly satisfac- 
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tory to both pastors and people. The pastors have labored earnestly 
for the upbuilding of the kingdom. Great sacrifice and devotion on 
the part of the people has been shown in the maintenance of the 
work under very trying and discouraging conditions, in a large part 
of the territory covered by the district. Special evangelistic services 
have been held at Alpena, Blunt, Harrold, Burdette, Carpenter, Es- 
mond, Faulkton, Highmore, Iroquois, Miller, Pearl Creek, Rockham 
and Miranda, Roswell, Seneca, St. Lawrence, Tulare, Wessington, 

Woonsocket and Wessington Springs. The meeting at Wessington 
Springs was characterized by old-time conversions and a far-reach- 
ing influece upon the community. One hundred and thirty-five 
accessions to the membership were reported by the pastor, who was 
his own evangelist. Evangelist Nels Fanebust and W. J. Calfee 
have labored faithfully on several charges during the year. The 
latter led in a great revival held on the Carpenter charge this sum- 
mer. Between three and four hundred conversions have been re- 
ported during the year by the pastors. 

The third annual camp meeting was held at St. Lawrence, S. 

D., June 19—29. Dr. R. N. McKaig, Conference Evangelist, North- 
ern Minnesota Conference, led the Pentecostal services. Invaluable ] 

assistance was rendered by District Superintendents of the Mitchell, 

Sioux Falls and Watertown District, and Rev. E. E. Hunt of Can- 
ton, Dr. J. L. Seaton and Dr. J. P. Jenkins of Dakota Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, the latter named giving several able and illuminating ad- 
dresses on the subject of Christian Stewardship. Every pastor ex- 
cepting two was in attendance at some time during the session, and 
the spiritual uplift to them and the people can not be computed. 

The District Epworth League Convention has become an important 
feature of the camp meeting. 

The benevolences have been faithfully presented by most of 
the pastors. This has been done by a personal canvass of the entire 
membership in a majority of cases. To leave the appeal for the 
benevolences to the latter part of the year, and then present the i 

5 

same in a perfunctory manner, taking up a public collection, does ^ 

not meet the requirements of the Discipline, nor make it possible for 
the pastor to report all collections taken. This is not the rule but 
rather the rare exception on the Huron district. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have accomplished a remarkable work 
on most of our charges. The efficiency of these organizations in ; 

supporting the work of the church in nearly every charge is mani- 
festly greater each year. Without this assistance our work would li 

be jeopardized in many places. From the reports made by the pres- 
idents of these splendid organizations we have ascertained that 
$7,908.60 have been raised and carefully devoted to improvements, 
current expenses and ministerial support. j] 

The auxiliaries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society are S 

doing splendid work. In one or two instances their ability to raise .j 
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money surpassed that of the congregations for all disciplinary col- | 

lections. So much for intelligent, persistent, consecrated endeavor I 

in behalf of a great cause. The Woman’s Home Missionary Society I 

is organized on a few of our charges. We are debtors beyond all I 

computation to this great organization, and those to whom are con- 
mitted the work of organizing this society should he given the right- 
of-way in every charge, wherever it is possible to effect an organiza- 
tion. I 

While we have suffered a depletion in our membership in many 
places because of continued drouth, the Sunday schools show no 
tendency to decline. We hope to see every school make a decided 
advance by standardizing their work in the near future. 

The Epworth League continues to fulfill an important mission 
in training our young people for active Christian service. Wherever 
we are able to secure capable superintendents the Junior Epworth I 

League fills a most important place in our economy. The number 
of Junior Chapters could easily be trebled if we were able to secure 
capable superintendents. 

Dakota Wesleyan University still holds foremost place in the 
thoughts and affections of our people as the paramount enterprise 
of South Dakota Methodism. Our people have responded generously 
to the appeals of the able Field Secretary, Dr. J. P. Jenkins, and a 
goodly number of young people are enrolled as students for the en- 
suing year. Dr. W. G. Seamon is demonstrating the wisdom of his 
selection, as president, following in the line of a distinguished suc- 
cession. I 

The advance in material things is represented in the magnifi- 
cent new brick church now being built at Wessington Springs, which 
will be ready for dedication by the end of the calendar year. This j 

beautiful edifice is the third building erected by our church at Wes- ! 

sington Springs, and is all that could be desired to meet the needs j 

of that great church. The cost of erection will approximate $40,000. j 

The annual Conference should meet in this new building at its next ! 

session. The church at Woonsocket has been reconstructed at a cost I 

of $8,000. Not one semblance of the old building remains, and is I 

conservatively valued at $10,000. It is in reality a new church. \ 

Its erection is a monument to the tactful and able leadership of the | 

pastor. The dedication services have been unavoidably delayed un- j 

til the first Sunday of the Conference year. i 

The situation at Pierre is most critical. The entire indebted- I 

ness amounts to $36,000. The resources are being rapidly con- j 

Slimed a heroic band of men and women are doing all within their | 

power to stay the impending disaster. Unless outside help can be | 

found, the situation is full of peril to the future of our church at 
Pierre. The wisdom, or lack of wisdom, employed in building the 
church may be discussed, but will not save Methodism from the 
worst blow delivered to our cause in South Dakota if we should lose j 
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this property. Help speedily given will alone divert the disaster. 
In this connection I wish to acknowledge the timely and unprece- 
dented aid we have received from the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension, without which we would have suffered great loss 
in our attempts to meet the pressing demands upon us. 

Several hundred dollars have been expended on the Crandon 
church. Improvements upon the property of the churches at Car- 
penter, LaDelle, Esmond and Rockham have been reported. Fif- 
teen hundred dollars have been paid on indebtedness at Gettysburg. 
The indebtedness on our property at Blunt, Harrold and Rockham 
has been reduced. 

When Dr. J. L. Seaton took charge of the church at Huron 
June 1st he found the current expense account overdrawn $735 for 
the year, $200 of which was an overdraft from last year, which was 
covered by a note given on behalf of the Official Board. Other 
debts were unpaid amounting to $165. To cover this deficit, and to 
properly care for benevolences, which were only partially provided 
for, a special fund of $1,200 was raised, which makes possible the 
best report for the benevolent causes ever made by this church. In 
addition to this the Ladies’ Aid Society has undertaken the complete 
renovation of the interior of the church at a cost of $500, all of 
which has been provided for. Dr. Seaton departed for a year of 
special study at Harvard University September 15, with the united 
love and esteem of the membership of Huron charge. 

The wisdom of reducing the price of our official Advocates to 
$1 per year has been demonstrated on the Huron District. The num- 
ber of Advocates taken has increased more than 100 per cent. If the 
nine pastors who do not report an increase in the number of church 
papers taken had done as well in proportion as their brethren we 
would be able to report a still greater increase. ' 

The record of the year is closed. I have endeavored to admin- 
ister the affairs of the district in the fear of God. I make no claim 
to infallibility, nevertheless I know of no important action I would 
not repeat under similar circumstances. To my brethren who have 
stood loyally by me in working out the plans of the year I am grate- 
ful. To the officiary of the charges, I have profound love and re- 
spect. To the guiding hand of the All-Wise Heavenly Father 1 
commit my future.

Bishop Luccock and Brethren: In submitting to you my third 
annual report I do so with profound gratitude to Almighty God for 
His great goodness and mercy, and with thankfulness to my breth- 
ren both of the ministry and laity for their patience and uniform for- 
. bearance. Mitchell District has by the grace of God, the faithful and 
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efficient service of the pastors, and the earnest co-operation of the • I 

laity, made some progress during the year. Few changes have oc- I 

curred in the personnel of the district. Just after the adjournment I 

of last Conference Rev. A. W. Percy was assigned to Kennebec and | 

Rev. K. R. Mansfeld to Iona and Hamill, left to be supplied. During 1 

the year Rev. E. V. Fisher resigned the pastorate of our church at I 

Chamberlain and withdrew from the ministry and membership of | 

the Methodist Episcopal Church to accept the pastorate of the Pres- 
byterian Church at Keota, Iowa. Conference Evangelist Nels Fane- 
bust finished the year’s work at Chamberlain very creditably. 

With scarcely an exception the health of our parsonage homes 
has been so preserved that the w'ork has not suffered or been neglect- 
ed on account of sickness. Death entered the home of Brother and 
Sister Howell of Vivian and took away a little life. Brother F. J. 

Norton, one of our retired ministers, died during the year after a 
protracted period of ill health. Brother and Sister Harrold of Murdo 
were made happy over the arrival of a precious little daughter in 
their home. In some sections of the district the conditions have been 
suca as to bring real hardship and privation to some of our pastors, 
with not a little trial of their faith, but these men of God do not in 
this think some strange thing has happened unto them, but by com- 
mon consent accept all of these as the inevitable inheritance of men 
called of God to preach His everlasting Gospel in these needy fields. 

For some cause the year has not been marked by extensive re- 
-vivals of religion. However, some charges report a goodly number 
of conversions and accessions. The Mitchell church reports 60 con- 
versions and 117 accessions. Other places report conversions as fol- 
lows: Kimball, 44; Fulton, 22 ; Gregory and Plankinton, 15 each; 

Murdo, 10. Total for the district, 362. Total number of acces- 
sions, 478. In some cases the pastors and official boards have care- 
fully pruned the records and brought them up to date, thus eliminat- 
ing names of persons who have gone or have been dead for years. 

This pruning of the records will reduce the total membership of the 
district below the figures of last year, but we rejoice that our con- 
science is clear in this matter. j 

We are able to present a commendable showing of something 
done in the way of building and improving church property and the 
paying off of old debts. Ethan has built a fine seven-room parson- | 

age at a cost of $1,600. The Geddes people have raised theit church 
and put under it a basement complete and equipped in every way at 
an expense of $1,800. Chamberlain has redecorated the church in- 
terior at a cost of $150. Springfield has raised the funds with 
which to put a new furnace in the church. The Bridgewater church 
was repainted. The Mitchell Ladies’ Aid thoroughly improved the I 

parsonage to the extent of $500. The Mitchell church has bought 
a lot just north of the present property with a valuation of $5,000, 
upon which they will erect a building to accommodate the rapidly 4 
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growing Sunday school and to provide adequately for the social needs 
of their young people. At Kimball they are remodeling and enlarg- 
ing the parsonage at the present time. 

We are somewhat disappointed in the report on benevolences, 
but in the main I believe our pastors have done their best. Mitchell 
reports a total for all benevolences of about $6,000; Alexandria, 
about $900. For foreign missions, including the W. F. M. S., we 
give about $3,000, and for home missions, including the W. H. M. S., 
about $2,000. For Dakota Wesleyan our offering is about $1,800. 
Our total offerings, not including other benevolences, about $8,000. 

We are pleased to report very flourishing conditions in the Sun- 
day schools of the district. There are 69 Methodist schools, besides 
several union schools w^here our pastors preach. Most of these 
schools are loyal and use the supplies published by our Book Con- 
cern. Greater interest is taken in the work of the Epwgrth League 
than ever before. New chapters with a good membership have been 
organized at Tripp and Dolton. Two very successful sub-district 
organizations were effected that promise great things for our Ep- 
worthians in the year to come. The Junior Leagues do not flourish 
for lack of capable, consecrated leaders. 

We wish to record most emphatically our appreciation of the 
work of the organizations under control of the women of Mitchell 
District. There are 42 Ladies’ Aid Societies whose earnings this year 
aggregate the magnificent sum of $11,416. Of this amount the Mit- 
chell ladies gathered in $3,500; Alexandria, $505; Platte, $500; 
Kennebec, $444; Murdo, $434; Geddes, $430; Colome, $340; Farm- 
er, $320. The auxiliaries of the W. F. M. S. report receipts amount- 
ing to $1,530, and the W. H. M. S. about $800. 

The spring meeting of our District Ministerial Association was 
held at Mitchell in May, immediately after the inauguration of Pres- 
ide’.! Seaman of Dakota Wesleyan. It was a season of blessed fel- 
lowship and inspiration. We w'ere fortunate in having the pres- 
ence of two Bishops, McConnell and Luccock, whose addresses and 
lectures were greatly appreciated. 

Our largest statistical show’ing this year is in the increased lists 
of subscribers to the North w^estern Christian Advocate. Our pastors 
have been frequently admonished to push this canvass and the re- 
ports indicate that they have been diligent and successful, for the 
list has gone up from 133 to 405. Two hundred and one Epworth 
Heralds are taken. 

Dakota Wesleyan University has had a prosperous and success- 
I ful year under the administration of the genial, capable and schol- 

arly president, Dr. William Grant Seaman. The moral and religious 
interests of the students have been carefully safeguarded. The very 
4 atmosphere of the school is a spiritual tonic to all who come under 
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its influence. Dean Birney of the Boston School of Theology con- 
ducted a series of meetings in the college chapel during the winter 
months that brought great spiritual help to the students. In May 
Dr. Seaman was inaugurated as president of the university amidst 

j 

ceremonies that were elaborate, imposing and dignified. ^The pres- 
ence of a number of leading celebrities of the church added much 
to the significance of the occasion. The present year begins with 
the most encouraging prospects. To date the .enrollment registers 
over 313. And they are still coming. The faculty has been increased 
until it now numbers thirty. I am sure it is very gratifying to the 
members of the Dakota Conference that Dr. C. V. Gilliland has re- 
turned to us and is in the midst of his activities as dean of the col- 
lege and professor of history. Dr. Seaton has been granted a leave 
of absence for one year by the Board of Directors and is in Harvard 
University taking special work. New members of the faculty were 
never selected with greater care and discrimination than this year, 
and certainly the array of preaching talent and personality present- 
ed by President Seaman on opening day impressed all present as 
equalling if not excelling anthing of the past. District Superin- 
tendent G. W. Rosenberry made the opening day address. It was 
fitting and forceful and helped all associated with the school to make 
a good, earnest start in the new year’s work. Special mention should 
be made of the faithful work of Dr. J. P. Jenkins as field secre- 
tary of the university. No member of the Dakota Conference is so 
eminently fitted for this important work as Dr. Jenkins. Altogether 
we look for a great year for Dakota Wesleyan University. 

Personally, the year has been rich in blessings and experience. 
My health has never been better. To reach all my appointments 1 
have traveled over 17,000 miles. More than a thousand hearts and 
homes have been opened to me upon the district. The preachers and 
their families have done all they could to make my work pleasant, 
although sometimes I felt sad as I thought of the meager salaries 
and of the great need of our missionary societies and tho other ben- 
evolent institutions of the church. But Mitchell District has a faith- 
ful band of ministers ready to do and to dare anything for God. 
They have made a record for eternity during the past year of which 
they will be proud when time is no more. No nobler band of hero- 
ines ever stood by their husbands in toil, sacrifice and victory than 
the wives of the preachers of iMitchell district. God bless them, 
every one. Their reward will be great in heaven. It is an honor 
as well as a privilege to be associated with such a royal company of 
followers of the Lord Jesus and to join in their shouts of victory 
and their songs of triumph. There have been difficulties along the 
pathway of the year, but our Lord has brought us through them all. 
To Him be all the glory.

Dear Bishop Luccock and Brethren: In presenting my first full 
annual report, I am led fo record the fact that the office of District 
Superintendent offers a fine opportunity to live a strenuous ife. 
Whether the present incumbent of this office has fully embraced 
that opportunity or not I am not in a position to give an unbiased 
opinion, but I can say that he honestly thinks he has. 

Oiii* Bishop. — For the first time in the history of Methodism 
on Sioux Falls District many of our people have had the privilege 
this year of seeing a live Bishop. Bishop Luccock laid the corner- 
stone of our new First Church of Sioux Falls on the afternoon of 
May 20 and afterward visited the churches at Hartford, Salem, Can- 
istota, Parker and Hurley. Altogether 2,000 people had the privi- 
lege of meeting their Bishop personally, and his influence will long 
be felt in these places. Other (barges are living in hopes, Bishop. 
Come again. 

Sioux Falls District is not as large in area as some of the other 
districts of this Conference, as it only comprises the major portion 
of eight counties in the southeastern section of the state, but the 
population is more dense and the problem of our church work more 
acute in many places than in the newer fields. 

We have church property on the district valued at $22.5,000, 
with something less than $2,000 indebtedness in the entire district, 
but much of this property is old and wholly inadequate for present 
day needs. Proper Sunday school work and social work is impossi- 
ble in many fields until more room is provided. On esveral charges 
both the church and parsonage are now being used to house Sunday 
school classes. Sioux Falls District is at the threshold of a church 
building and improvement campaign. On some fields new churches 
must be elected, while on others basements and rooms for social 
work will be added to the church as it now stands. 

Dr. J. W. Potter of First Church, Sioux Falls, is leading off in 
this campaign with the ereciton in Sioux Falls of a truly great church 
for that growing city. This great working plant will represent an 
outlay of $90,000, and not a dollar is being wasted in high towers 
or other impracticable features. The outlook at present leads us to 
believe that this magnificent working plants will be dedicated free 
of debt. Dr. Potter is doing a great work for Methodism in this State 
as a builder, as a splendid preacher, and as an ever watchful and 
tireless pastoral worker. The benevolent offerings of his church 
will show an increase of from two to three hundred dollars over 
the high water mark cf one year ago. 

Salem, under the leadership of Paul Gardner, will reopen a 
church building within a short time that will be modern, beautiful 
and adapted to all the needs of that growing congregation. 

Beresford, Jordan Church Sioux Falls, Burbank and Ellis are 
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all getting readay to build new churches, while Elk Point, Violin 
and Garietson will build basements or otherwise enladge their pres- 
ent structures. 

We now have a parsonage home on every charge on the dis- 
trict, Sister Ely of Valley Springs having completed the list when 
she deededt o that charge a house and four lots for Brother Geo. N. 
Gage’s use. We hope he will soon follow Brothers Beardsley and 
Nash’s example and be properly adjusted in life to make good use 
of it. 

Canistota and Scotland have enlarged their parsonages at a 
cost of $500 each and brothers I. P. Potter and John Kaye have 
very comfortable homes for their families. At Lennox the parson- 
age was improved inside by the Ladies’ Aid Society and painted out- 
side by Brothers Brethorst, Beardsley and Sherman. Minor im- 
provements have been made at most other points touching both par- 
sonages and churches, but we hasten on with this report. 

The Ministry — The preachers on Sioux Falls District have, to 
a man, served their charges well throughout the year, and God has 
sealed their work with conversions on practically every charge. 
While these men of God have been ministering to others a few of 
them have had need of being ministered unto. Brother G. H. Book 
and wife were asked early in the year to trust God with the keeping 
of their sweet baby boy. Heaven is sweeter to these parents than 
ever before, and somehow their ministry to others has been more 
tender and helpful since their own hearts have suffered so. God 
has comforted and blessed them. 

E. E. Saxton underwent a serious operation during the year, but 
we are glad to report that he now seems to be on the road to better 
health that he has enjoyed for a number of years. He gives .God 
the glory. 

Sister J. R. Krins was seriously ill for some time, but has been 
restored to her usual good health once more. 

With these exceptions the health of those living in the parson- 
age homes has been generally good. 

roiivei'sions. — This has been a revival year on this district amd 
our church membership would show a large increase were it not for 
removals of members at so many places, as we believe our increase 
will be sufficient to give us 4,000 members on the district, as against 
3,700 last year. Salem has more than doubled the former member- 
ship, with an increase of 87. Canistota has seen more than 50 souls 
saved, and many of these are now in the church. Beresford con- 
tinues to develop under the consecrated leadership of G. D. Brown. 
This is rapidly Ijecoming one of the strong churches of the Confer- 
ence. C. H. Graf of Gayville and Volin sees a goodly number of 
people saved. Converts this year, 33. Harrisburg charge, with O. 
P. Jackson as pastor, has had a gracious year and many souls saved. 
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First Church Sioux Falls has received during the year 50 by conver- 
sion and 87 by letter. Other charges reporting a fair number of 
converts are Dell Rapids, Wakonda, Alcester, Hartford, Davis, Cen- 
terville, Hurley, Parker, Valley Springs and Cantoc. 

The IHstrict Camp Meeting. — The Camp Meeting Association of 
Sioux Falls District now owns clear of all incumbrances the best 
equipped camp grounds in all the Northwest. The Lord has in a 
very special manner blessed the work of this Camp to the spiritual 
quickening of the entire district. W. J. Hyde of the Rock River 
Conference, Dr. McKaig of Sioux City and our own Dr. J. P. Jenkins 
were our leaders this year, and practically every service saw sinners 
« converted and believers sanctified. 

Our District Epworth League Convention, our District Sunday 
School Association meeting, and our District Conference all met at 
Canton in connection with the camp meeting, thus making it possi- 
ble for a large attendance at all these conferences as well as con- 
tributing much to the success of the camp meeting. Brother E. E. 
Hunt, the efficient secretary of the Camp Meeting Association, is 
responsible for much of the success already attained. 

Benevolences — We have no plea of poor crops to make for our 
district. The people on every charge have been abundantly blessed 
with large crops, and where the benevolences are not in full other 
reasons must be given as the cause of shortage. At Centerville Bro. 
Krins gave letters to 28 good members, which meant great loss to 
that charge, and may be the cause of some shortage in benevolences. 
We have no more faithful worker qn, the district that Bro. Krins, 
and there is no shortage where he is if it can be helped. Some other 
charges will be a little short through neglect or an unwillingness to 
give God His own in material things. 

Sioux Falls First Church, Gayville, Hartford, Dell Rapids, Wa- 
konda, Beresford and Garretson will all be in excess of apportion- 
ments, while many others will be in full, and we believe the general 
apportionments will be met for the district. 

Organizations Within the Church. — ^The Ladies’ Aid Societies 
on the district have done a great work this year. At Yankton this 
society raised over $1,100 during the year, and $600 was used to 
pay a church extension loan of fourteen years’ standing. At Scot- 
land they enlarged the parsonage. At Sioux Falls $2,000 have been 
gathered together this year for the new church. Everywhere they 
are the loyal helpers of the church. 

The W. F. M. S. will show a stronger work on the district than 
on any previous year. This will be largely due to the fact that Alice 
Brethorst has been going up and down among these auxiliaries this 
year, inspiring them to do a greater work for God. We are glad 
that ]\Iiss Brethorst belongs to Sioux Falls district, and we assure 
her that as she so soon now returns to her beloved work in China, 
our prayers will follow her day by day, and our money will be sent 
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to her that she may under Gcd do the work her heart longs to do 
in that field of so great opportunity. She will be accompanied this 
time by her sister, Marie, and Hilda Holmberg, of Mt. Zion, on the 
Centerville charge, and as they go Dakota Conference and Dakota 
Wesleyan prays that God will tenderly guide and care for them, for 
we have given our best to do this great work. 

Chiiirh Federation. — While the proposition we are now to 
make to this Conference for its sanction is not so much Church 
Federation as it is exchange of fields, yet it has been made possible 
through the Annual Church Federation Conference that has been 
held in the State for some years past. 

The Congregational Church will turn over to us all their 
church work at Garretson, including the building and furnishings, 
in exchange for our work and buildings at Meckling and Worthing. 
To some this may seem like exchanging two for one, but to those 
pastors who are acquainted with the fields it will not seem unfair. 
Meckling and Worthing together have less than a dozen members 
who will be affected by the exchange. The advantage of this ex- 
change by both denominations is the opportunity of an open field in 
which to work, and the elimination of two, weak, struggling organi- 
zations in fields so small that the very presence of two churches is 
hurtful in its influence upon the community where they are located. 
On the other hand, two of God’s ministers are worn out trying to 
keep the work alive, and of necessity competing one with the other. 

Sioux Falls District will be strengthened by the exchange, as 
Garretson will now pay $1,000 salary to the right man, and that man 
will have one of the most delightful fields in Dakota Conference in 
which to work, with a splendid opportunity for rapid development. 

Now, then, with deep gratitude to God for the privilege of 
working with the brethren in the ministry, the Official Boards, and 
the 4,000 members of our churches on Sioux Falls District, I close 
this report, with the declaration of the prophet, Habbakkuk, and 
making that declaration my own, when he said, “I will stand upon 
my watch and set me on the tower, and I will watch to see what he 
will say unto me, and what I shall answer when he reasons with 
me.”

Bishop Luccock, Fathers and Brothers: Watertown District has 
been doing business along progressive lines during the year. All our 
men have been looking forward and working hard. Practically every 
preaching point has witnessed revival efforts during the year. In 
all sixty-one weeks have been given to special effort on the District. 
Four hundred and forty professed conversion. We have received 
into ihe church 414, while 207 are still on probation. Our mem- 
bership now' stands:

This shows a net gain of 220, and 207 probationers. We also 
have 210 removals without letter. 

We are called to chronicle twenty-three deaths. One parson- 
age home at Brookings was visited and little Ocean went away. Bro. 
and sister Bruce have our full sympathy. Bro. H. M. Springer 
passed away last January. All honor to our heros. 

Sickness has invaded a number of homes. Sisters Loveall, 
Ozanne, Minkler, Darling and Rawlinson have been very ill. We. 
are pleased to report improvement in all cases. Evidences of inter- 
national peace are to be seen within our borders, four baby girls be- 
ing the token. These messengers of peace are to be found in the. 
homes of Bros. Fred Ray, Lawrence Layne, R. A. Bruce and C. B. 
Dennison. 

It is my sad duty to report the serious illness of our much be- 
loved brother, Lawrence L. Layne. He is suffering from tubercu- 
losis of the spine and will require to take absolute rest for many 
months. We pray for him. Bro. Butterfield has been closing the 
year’s work at Clark. 

We report one new parsonage this year. Bro. C. B. Dennison 
built a very fine pastor’s home at Chester and only .$278 remains to 
be paid on it. We have less than $2,000 of debt on the district that 
is not provided for. Arlington has covered her $1,4 00 debt on the 
parsonage with $2,200 subscription in interest bearing notes. Frank- 
fort covered a $900 debt with over $1,000 with interest bearing 
notes. Lake Preston has done the same. Bruce has paid off her 
debt. Other places have been giving attention to debt raising until 
we are able to report most of our debt fully provided for. Our 
Ladies’ Aid could pay off all our unprovided for debts with the 
money they have in their treasury and not have to borrow a cent. 
Paid on indebtedness, $3,804. Our Sunday school enrollment is 
4,382. 

We have 684 Ep worth League members. Last spring we held 
a very helpful convention at Flandreau, having with us our Bishop, 
our President and our Secretary of the Board of Education. We 
are justly proud of these men. Brother Crowther was also present 
and gave us an inspiring address. We plan to hold a five-day insti- 
tute next summer at Lake Madison. You are all invited to come 
over. The Leagues are placing a large sterilizer in the Deaconess 
Hospital at Brookings. We have eight Junior Leagues with a mem- 
bership of about 400. They are doing good work and we are proud 
of them. A class of about twenty members has been formed at 
Irving and Bro. Boslaugh is looking after the work from Frank- 
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fort. Two of our charges have been seriously affected by the 
drought, Frankfort and Doland. They are sending in a good report 
notwithstanding this great drawback.

I neglected to report church improvements earlier, but will put 
them in here. Junius painted parsonage and church, built a sum- 
mer kitchen and fence and planted a number of trees. DeSmet 
painted parsonage and church. (May I depart from the subject a 
moment to say that Bro. John Oakley broke his arm ten days ago 
w^hen cranking his automobile.) Arlington painted parsonage and 
installed electric lights. Clear Lake put in a cement sidewalk and 
also electric lights in the church, while Bro. R. A. Storm placed a 
piano in the church at Brookings. Gary dug a w'ell and put on a 
number of smaller improvements. Garden City painted church and 
parsonage. Bradley put steel wall and ceiling on the church. Flor- 
ence put in new pews, also revarnished the interior and painted the 
exterior of their church, while Lake Nichols decorated the interior 
of their church. Elrod excavated and finished basement of church. 
Total, $2,833. 

Just a word about our Deaconess Hospital at Brookings. We 
have no reason to regret our action of one year ago, when we ac- 
cepted this hospital as a gift from the Brookings people. My latest 
information is that over 200 patients have registered at the Hospital 
since last- January. Quite extensive improvements were made when 
we first took hold of the institution, and we now have a plant easily 
worth $20,000. Of all the operations performed there has not been 
a single death. Think of it, brethren. Can you beat it? Has any 
hospital in the land a better record? I am not authorized to make 
this statement, and Miss Moore will pardon, I am sure, but the di- 
rectors have opened the hospital to all preachers of all denomina- 
tions and their families absolutely free of charge. That hospital is 
there to serve, and we ask your co-operation in this great work.

LAYMAN’S ASSOCIATION, 1913. 

The Methodist Layman’s Association of the Dakota Conference 
held their annual meeting at Redfield Friday and Saturday, October 
3rd and 4th, 1913. 

The meeting this year began with a banquet, which was ten- 
dered to the lay delegates by the Redfield Commercial Club. It w^ 
given in the Congregational Church at 7:00 p. m. on Friday evening. 
The banquet proved a very enjoyable affair and much credit was 
given the Commercial Club for their hospitality. 

S. E. Morris of Mitchell acted as toastmaster and short toasts 
were given by Bishop Luccock and Governor Byrnes. At the close of 
the banquet the delegate members of the Commercial Club assem- 
bled in the audience room of the Congregational Church to listen to 
a very able address given by Judge Chas.

Dr. Hancher of the General Education Board spoke briefly on 
the subject of the school and preparation of ministers particularly. 
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and President Seaman then closed the subject. 

The work and needs of the Deaconess Hospital located at 
Brookings, S. D., was then presented by Miss Eleanor S. Moore. 

Mr. Samuel H. Kirkbride of Chicago then addressed the Asso- 
ciation particularly on the subject of the ‘‘American Bible Society.” 

Following these various addresses the business session of the 
Association was called to order and a report of committees made as 
follows:

Report of the Committee on Dakota Wesleyan University was 
then presented and the report is herewith explained.

EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Education offers the following report: * 

We have as a Conference often recorded our judgment of the 
vital necessity of our denominational colleges to the success and i 

prosperity of our denominational enterprises and of their large 
value to the state. It is gratifying to note a series of emphatic 
and significant utterances in support of this conviction from 
prominent citizens and from conspicuous State University presidents. 

One of these presidents within a few months said: “The movements 
of God in human history, the influence of religious conviction born 
of the study of the Bible, the influence of moral ideas inspired by 
the Man of Nazareth, will some day be given their rightful place 
in the presentation of our national history, and for that we must 
look to the denominational college more than to any other one 
source.” 

That distinguished citizen, whose liberality toward Dakota 
Wesleyan University is increasingly appreciated, Mr. James J. Hill, 
is reported to have said: “I believe the small denominational college 
will be the salvation of the country.” 

We express the judgment that the duty of parents to give their 
children the advantages of higher education even at the cost of 
sacrifice to themselves is a Christian obligation. We rejoice in the 
prosperity of our own schools and commend them to the increased 
liberality of our people. 

The church does not yet fully comprehend the rapidly enlarg- 
ing scope of the work actually done by the Board of Ediuration un- 
der the legislation of the last two General Conferences. The Chil- 
dren’s Day Loan Fund, the administration of which was formerly 
the cliief concern of this Board, is of increasing value and was 
never more worthy of our contributions. It continue.s to aid more 
than two thousand students a year. But important as it is. it at 
present stands as only one of a number of equally valuable activi- 
ties. * . 
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The Board of Education now directs and supports the Mission 
schools among the mountaineers of the South, a work certainly 
worthy of the liberality of our people. In addition, the Board is 
striving to aid our Methodist colleges, univeisities and secondary 
schools to meet the ever increasing financial burdens incident to 
maintaining the higher degree of educational efficiency demanded 
by modern conditions. A few grants in aid have been made; more 
would be if the Board had the funds. But more helpful even than 
this has been the policy of the Board, which during the last school 
jear has placed the experience and personal aid of its Secretary 
and others under his direction at the service of our schools in the 
actual work of counseling, inspiring, publicizing, oragnizing and 
assisting in manifold ways in the campaign, which have actually 
saved several of them from disaster, all this, as a rule, without 
expense to the institutions. This personal aid and sympathetic 
co-operation has been more valuable than gifts of money, but if it 
could be accompanied by small conditional gifts, which would in- 
spire local effort, it would be worth still more. 

The assistance rendered our institution through the literature 
of the Board, notably “The Christian Student,” through the advice 
and co-operation of men of wide educational experience, through the 
Teachers’ Bureau, and through its efforts in co-operation with tha 
Commission on Evangelism to promote the moral and religious care 
of Methodist young people in all institutions of learning, entitles 
the Board of Education to the increasing consideration of our people 
and ought to indicate to us the need of raising the collection for this 
Board in full. 

The plan of unifying the public educational collection should 
be made effective. We recommend the fixing of the apportionment 
at fifty cents a member for the combined Board of Education and 
Dakota Wesleyan University offering, as during the past year. Of 
the amount received, 20 per cent would, according to the discipline, 
gc to the Board of Education and 80 per cent to Dakota Wesleyan, 
the one educational institution under the definite patronage and 
support of this Conference. The Board of Education has, however, 
voluntarily relinquished its right to more than the Hillingshead 
apportionment, which amounts to a little more than five cents a 
member, both for the past year and the ensuing year, so that nearly 
ninety cents of every dollar contributed will go to our own Confer- 
ence College. This concession to the urgent needs of Dakota Wes- 
leyan by the Board of Education is thoroughly appreciated. 

Our interest in the Biblical schools maintained by the church 
is unabated. Th.e reports which our official visitors to Garrett, 
Drew and Boston Schools of Theology bring back to us indicate that 
the administration of these schools is alert and modern; that they 
) are constantly striving to frame their courses in the light of the 

’ best determinations of religious pedagogy; that they are constantly 
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adding clinical features designed to keep the prospective pastors 
abreast of the conditions under which they must do their work. A 
recent questionaire shows that the men trained in these schools 
are a unit in testimony to the helpful influence of the institutions 
on their own religious life and development, as w'ell as promotive 
of larger efficiency in the practical work of the ministry. We 
again request the District Superintendents and the Board of Exam- 
iners faithfully to counsel our young ministers to avail themselves 
of the training afforded by these theological schools in addition to 
the discipline secured in the college courses. 

The greatest single interest of Dakota Methodism is Dakota 
Wesleyan University. We rejoice in the splendid support our 
ministers and people have given it. Their support is justified by 
the work the school has done in sending out educated Christian , 

young men and women to be leaders in all good causes in this and | 

other States and in foreign lands. We bespeak the continued 
devotion of our people to the splendid project of establishing an 
institution of higher learning completely equipped for the fullest 
Christian education, not only in buildings, apparatus and faculty, 
but also in the permanent endowment necessary to carry on its 
great work. 

We commend the high religious and educational standards of 
Dakota Wesleyan University. The University has never had a better . | 

faculty; this year it has the largest in its history. English literature 1 

has been separated from public speaking, and history from the i 

social sciences, and a professor of English and another of history 
have been added to the fatculty. A librarian has also been added. 

Among the new members of the teaching force is our brother. Dr. 

C. V. Gilliland. We heartily welcome his return to our Conference j 

and school. We hope he will spend the rest of his days with us. j 

We regret that it has not been possible to complete the gym- | 

nasium and social hall. We trust that through the prompt payment | 

of subscriptions and the additional gifts of friends of the University 
this much needed building may soon be constructed. j 

The first year of President Seaman’s administration abun- « 

dantly justifies the wisdom of his selection. His genial personal ' 

qualities, his thorough grasp of modern educational problems, his j 

tact and wisdom as an administrator, and his splendid platform 
ability prove him the right man for the place. i 

Every year that Dr. Jenkins gives to the financial work of the | 

University only intensifies the conviction that he must continue. | 

His persuasive appeals for “Christian Stewardship,” his genial j

DANCING IN STATE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

The Dakota Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
representing a constituency of sixteen thousand members in the 
State of South Dakota, desires by this resolution to enter protest 
against the dance as a form of amusement prevalent in some of 
our state institutions of learning and encouraged by the faculties 
thereof.

First — That the present time is marked by a mania for danc- 
ing and by the recrudesence or invention of many styles of dancing 
that are positively indecent and a menace to morals. 

2. That many parents do not want their sons and daughters 
initiated into or encouraged in a form of amusement which at its 
best might well be replaced by some other against which no 
objection can be urged and which at its w’orst is demoralizing and 
morally indefensible. 

3. That dancing as a form of amusement is condemned by 
practically all » f the churches, that Christian sentiment is quite 
uniformly against it, and that the young people from Christian 
homes in attendance at these institutions have therefore often to 
exercise a choice betw’een being untrue to their consciences or 
being deprived of association with their fellow' students in the 
social life of the school. 

We therefore respectfully memorialize the honorable Board 
of Regents of Education of the State of South Dakota to take this 
matter under advisement and if possible to make such regulations 
as will banish the dance as a social amusement from the institu- 
tions under their charge.

Memoirs 



THE Rl'^V. HENRY M. S1»KIN(.EU. 

(By Rev. J. P. Jenkins.) 

Henry M. Springer, a retired preacher of the Dakota Confer- 
ence, died at his home near Evarts, Vt., on January 24, 1913, after 
a protracted illness from cancer of the stomach. He was born in 
Joliet, 111., December 19, 1842, and was one of seven children. He 
also was one of a family of ministers, both his grandfathers and 
his father having been Methodist ministers, as also were two of 
his brothers, himself and his son, John. Brother Springer’s 
father, himself, a brother, and his son, John M., were presiding 
elders in the Methodist Church. At the age of 19 Brother Springer 
crossed the plains to Colorado and there enlisted at the outbreak 
of the Civil War in the First Colorado Cavalry. This regiment saw 
hard service in a wide area and its engagements were often severe. 
Before being mustered out he had seen three years and two months 
of service. Following the war two years were spent in trips upon 
the plains, after which he spent several years at Carthage, 111., 
learning the printer’s trade. It was here that he met and later 
married Mary Ann Durant. While engaged as a printer he w’as 
licensed as an exhorter, then as a local preacher. He was admitted 
on trial at the last session of the Northwest Wisconsin Conference, 
September, 1867, and received into full membership and ordained 
deacon at the West Wisconsin Conference at La Crosse, October, 
1870; ordained elder in the same Conference at Eau Claire Sep- 
tember, 1872. At the session of the West Wisconsin Conference 
September, 1873, he was granted a supernumerary relation to 
attend school at Evanston. Instead of going to school he went to 
Scales Mound, 111., Rock River Conference, and supplied until Con- 
ference, 1874, when he was transferred to that Conference. At 
its session in 1883 he was sent to Dakota territory and stationed 
at Brookings. In 1892, at the session of the Dakota Conference, 
he W’as superannuated, but was made effective again in 1893. At 
Sioux Falls, October 13, 1900, he was finally superannuated. Mr. 
Sprtoger’s service of seventeen years in South Dakota was almost 
entirely on circuits where distances, pioneer conditions and sever- 
ity of weather made it difficult. In all he rounded out thirty-five 
years of active ministry. During the later years, following his re- 
tirement, his interest in the work never lagged. He sup- 
plied several charges regularly, and was ever active in Church and 
Christian work. Three years after his retirement Mr. Springer 
chose a home in Vermont, near Hartford, where he resided until 
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about three years ago, when he purchased and moved to the home 
where he died. The following members of his family survive him: 
Mrs. Mary A. Springer, his widow; two daughters, Mrs. B. S. Hen- 
derson, Chicago, 111., Mrs. A. W. Arnold, Watertown, S. D.; six 
sons, Thomas Martin, Hazel, S. D.,; John M., Africa; Isaac E., 
Barre, Vt.; George D., Evanston, 111., Harry B., Chester, Mass.; 
and Wilbur, of Evarts, Vt. Funeral services were held at the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, White River Junction, Vt., the Rev. 
S. H. Smith, pastor, officiating. Burial in the Hartford (Vt.) ceme- 
tery. 

THE UEV. FRANCIS J. NORTON. 

The Rev. Francis J. Norton was born near Utica, N. Y., De- 
cember 16, IS.")!, and died at Yankton, S. D., November 19, 1912, 
being at the time of his death slightly less than 61 years of age. 
In 1855 his family removed to Iowa and in that state the greater 
part of his life was spent. He was converted at 16 years of age, 
and in 1879 became a member of the Upper Iowa Conference, in 
which body he did strong and effective service during the follow- 
ing sixteen years. In the year 1884 he married Miss Ella E. 
Barker of Hopkinton, Iowa. He transferred to the Dakota Confer- 
ence in 1895, and served various South Dakota charges during the 
succeeding years. Ill-health and symptoms of mental disorder 
clouded the later years of his life, and in June, 1912, it became 
necessary to commit him to the refuge mercifully provided by the 
state for unfortunates of his class. As a preacher Brother Norton 
possessed elements of uncommon strength and portions of his 
ministry were fruitful to a marked degree. A number of success-, 
ful preachers were converted under his ministry and started upon 
their life w'ork. His memory will be cherished by many who were 
blessed by his earnest and faithful ministrations. He was through- 
out life a radical supporter of every cause he believed to be right. 
In departing he leaves behind him, besides his wife and five sons, 
three brothers and a sister. Our sympathies, our prayers and our 
tender consideration are deeply enlisted for those who by reason 
of the peculiar circumstances of his life and death must suffer 
more than can well be told.

Only the midyear examinations and examinations 
at the seat of the annual conference shall be held, except 
that undergraduates conditioned upon any books may have 
the privilege of taking examinations upon said books at 
any time which may suit the convenience of the respective 
examiners having charge of such books. 

S'ec. 2. Examinations in the following studies will be 
given at the midyear meetings of Ministerial Associations 
or District Conferences: “Worker and His Bible,” “Twen- 
ty-Five Articles,” “Life of Wesley.” 

First Y'ear — ‘‘Jesus and the Gospels,” “Preparation 
and Delivery of Sermon, ” “Winning Fight Against Drink.” 

Second Y'ear — “Hermeneutics,” “Bible, Origin and 

Nature,” “How We Think,” “Light of World.” 

Third Year — “Christian Doctrine, ’ “Fact of Cairo,” 
“Sacerdotalism.” 

Fourth Y’ear — ‘‘Christian Doctrine,’ “Theism,” "So- 
cial Creed. 

3. “Elementary English” as a part of English branches in 
studies for admission on trial shall comprise English grammar, 
composition, literature, arithmetic and simple accounting. Ac- 
counting shall cover such work as is required for making accurate 
official records, accounts, and reports. The work in English liter- 
ature shall be of a grade equal to that required for admission to 
colleges approved by our University Senate. For the coming year 
examinations shall be upon the following: 

1. For Intensive Study. — Shakespear’s Macbeth, 
Macaulay’s Life of Johnson. 

2. For General Literary Study. — The Old Testa- 
ment, Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar. 

3. Dickens’ Tale of Two Cities, Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
and two Inaugural Addresses, Gray’s Elegy in a Country 
Churchyard, Lowell’s Vision of Sir Launfal, Scott’s Lady

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of the Lake. 

4. Candidates for Local Deacons and Local Elders’ Orders 
shall conform to the requirements in Discipline, appendix, Par. 69. 

5. In case of unavoidable absence of any examiner from the 
meeting of the Board, he shall forward his list of questions to the 
Chairman, who shall arrange for the examinations. 

6. All Essays and Sermons shall be forwarded to the respec- 
tive examiners at least one month before date of the annual Con- 
ference. 

7. A copy of the plan, together with the detail schedule of 
studies and assignments of examiners shall be printed in the Con- 
ference Journal. 

8. The Chairman shall arrange a schedule for the annual 
examinations. 

9. No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification 
who has failed to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or ia 
three books to be read, or in one to be studied and two to be read; 
and no candidate shall be entitled to examination in advanced stud- 
ies until he has brought up the w’ork in w'hich he is delinquent. 

10. The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee 
on the revision and amendment of the plans and methods here pre- 
sented; but before they become a valid part of the plan, or are used 
or published by the Board, all proposed changes shall be accepted 
by the Conference.

First Day. 

Lead, S. D., August 6th, 191ov 

Opening. — The thirty-fourth annual session of the Black Hills 
mission was called to order by Bishop Naphtali Luccock, Ph. D., D. 

D. , in the Methodist Episcopal Church of Lead, S. D., August 6th, 
1913, at 9 o’clock a. m. After singing hymn 560, Rev. C. E, Ha- 
ger offered prayer, after which Bishop Luccock addressed the Con- 
ference on the “Call of the Minister.” The sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper was then administered by Bishop Luccock, assisted 
by the Superintendents and the local pastor.

Book Store Announcement. — Dr. J. D. Bateman announced 
that he was in charge of the books on sale by the Book Concern, 
and that he was also authorized to collect the accounts of the Book 
Concern.

♦BRIEF HISTORICAL STATEMENT CONCERNING METHODISM 

IN THE BLACK HILLS. 

(Prepared by Chaplain C. B. Clark and Homer W, Minish.) 

On August 11, 1875, the first town to be platted in the 
Black Hills was christened Custer, in honor of General G. A. Custer, 
leader of the first military expedition to the Black Hills. The sur- 
vey of the townsite was made ‘‘with a small pocket compass, the 
lines determined by picket ropes, and the plat inscribed on a piece 
of birch bark twelve inches square.” Nearly all the miners in the 
Black Hills country were present at that time and organized the 
first townsite company. In March, 1876, the town of Custer, which

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composed the major part of the population of the Black Hills, in a 
mass meeting assembled organized a provisional government for the 
entire Black Hills, establishing a superior court, a tribunal of last 
resort, until such time as regularly authorized courts should be esta- 
lished. by the government. The first religious service held in the 
Black Hills was conducted by Rev. H. P. Smith in Custer on May 7th 
of that year. The little city of Custer, which in August of the previ- 
ous year contained only a few hundred miners and prospectors, dur- 
ing the winter and spring of ’76 grew to a populous city of about 
6,000 people. But when the alluring reports of gold discovered in 
Deadwood Gulch in the late spring of ’76 reached the eager gold 
seekers making Custer their headquarters, the entire population 
moved out of Custer, leaving no less than 1,400 buildings unfinishel 
in order to try their luck in the vicinity of the place where Uead- 
wood now stands. With the gold seekers went the missionary to 
Deadwood, and on the streets of that mining camp, from a dry goods 
box, he conducted a series of outdoor meetings in the evenings, 
preaching to miners, prospectors and tenderfeet. His w'ork was not 
confined to Deadwood alone. He sometimes penetrated the woods 
to distant mining camps. It was while on one of these missions on 
August 20th, 1876, this pioneer missionary, while following the 
trail between Deadwood and Crook City, was murdered by Indians. 
His grave may be seen today in the cemetery on one of the hills 



overlooking Deadw’ood. 

Pioneer Methodism in South Dakota was identified with the 
Des Moines Confeience, and later with the Northw^est Iowa and Col- 
orado Conferences. The Des Moines Conference in 1868 included 
the west part of the state of Iowa, and also “that portion of Decotah 
Territory east of the Missouri River and south of Fort Randall.’’ The 
Colorado Conference at that time included “Colorado Territory and 
that part of Decotah Territory lying w’est of Nebraska and the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, excepting that portion lying west of the Rocky 
Mountains.’’ Later when the Northwest low'a Conference was carved 
out of the Des Moines Conference Decotah Territory was included 
and missionaries were sent into the Black Hills. Among the earli- 
est missionaries from the Northw^est low'a Conference to this region 
was Rev. James William, who organized in the fall of 1878 churches 
at Central City and Deadwood. The first Methodist Episcopal ser- 
vices held in Rapid City were conducted by the Rev. H. H. Jones 
in March, 1878. No organization, however, w'as effected at that 
time. In December, 1880, Rev. James Williams and Rev. Ira Wake- 
field resumed the work begun byRev. H. H. Jones, and in March, 
1881, a church was organized. The Rev. R. ri. Dolliver came out 
from the Northwest low^a Conference in 1880 and became the pastor 
at Deadwood. Bishop Warren having been elected Bishop at the 
General Conference of 1880, held his first Conference in Deadw'ood, 
where he organized the Black Hills Mission and preached a number 
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of times, to the delight of the people of that region. The Coiifer- 
ference was small, having only one or two preachers present. Rev. 
Win. Fielder, still living, arriving by belated stage coach after the 
Conference had adjourned. The Rev. R. H. Dolliver was elected 
Secretary of this first Conference., 

In the early days of the Mission’s history, 1889, our people be- 
came convinced of the absolute need of an educationaal institution 
under the auspices of the church, and the Black Hills College was 
organized. It was a work of faith and love accompanied by endur- 
ance and sacrifice. The Board was fortunate in securing able edu- 
cators, among whom were Dr. J. W. Hancher and Dr. Lymer. To- 
day the graduates of the cellege are among the best citizens of the 
Black Hills, and some of them are prominent ministers in tlie 
church. 

About fifteen years ago the Black Hills Mission was organized 
into an annual Conference, but the Conference was short lived. Be- 
cause of the withdrawal of missionary funds at that time the finan- 
cial burden fell so heavily upon the churches and the college that 
the educational work had to be abandoned, in the spring of 1901. 

During the Mission’s history of thirty-four years the greater 
part of the time it was but one district. Among the Superintendents 
of the Mission are the names of James Williams in the ’80’s, J. B. 
Cams and C. E. Clough in the ’90’s, and thus far in the new century 
C. B. Clark, R. H. Dolliver and Alexander C. Stevens. During Dr. 
Dolliver’s administration there were two districts, the Deadwood 
and the Cheyenne River Districts. The Cheyenne was called the 
Rapid City District. The Rev. C. D. Royse was Superintendent of the 
Cyenenne District. The Rev. C. E. Hunt for a short time was Su- 
perintendent of the Deadwood District, during Dr. Dolliver’s admin 
istration. In the second year of the superintendency of Dr. A. C. 
Stevens there were three districts: the Deadwood, the Rev. J. A. Ed- 
wards, Superintendent; the Cheyenne River, the Rev. H. L. Case, 
Superintendent; and the Missouri Valley, the Rev. Paul H. McBeth, 
Superintendent. 

In accordance with the enabling act passed by the General Con- 
ference of 1912, the Black Hills Mission at its annual session held in 
Edgemont, S. D., of the same year, voted unanimously to be merged” 
with the Dakota Conference and the merger was consumated by a 
favorable vote of the Dakota Conference held at Redfield, S. D., 1913.
